Speaking of hens cackling re- 
minds me that next Sunday is 
Easter. We can't celebrate it in 
good old Kentucky style by hid- 
ing eggs, and the natives won't 
either. "They may have hidden 
eggs last year, but from all ap- 
pearances they didn't do much of 
a job finding them. The last 
egg I saw was in Scranton, Pa. 
and it wasn't any thing to brag 
about. 

You should see my office! It 
was formerly a Russian back par- 
lor and the cock roaches are 
swarming over everything and 
I'm proud there's no worse. 

Have had one great experience 
since I. wrote the second install- 
ment of this letter; hard aoud 
dangerous work but good sport 
nevertheless. ' 

Mud is about a foot deep now 
and the river is on its last back. 

Well I must get tMs letter off 
as I hear there's' a mail going 
oiit Soon. 

Give everybody my best and 
fight the flu'. W'i-h love.
